The Japan Mail published the following in- 
teresting remarks anent Russta’s unwillingness 
to part with Saghalien :—Reporta from St. Pe:

We are told that ‘order is preserved ‘with the 
smalleet evidence of force!’ Some Koreans 
noar Seoul were depsived of their fields and 
when they protested they were told to look to 
the government commission or bureau whose 
specinl duty it was to attend to such claims, 
These men’ were desperate, and in the night 
they tore up some rails of the track which was 
being constructed acrcas thelr land, They 
knew nothing ‘of: martial law and a few 
days Inter they were taken out and tied to 
stakes and riddled with bullets. This was 
effective, and no more Koreans have protested, 
but if Dr. Morrisog calls this the smallest 
possible evidence of force we would, like to, 
-hear what he would calla fairly large exhibition, 

We are told that there ‘is. great contrasy 
between the policing of the Korean railway and 
that of the Russians in Manchuria, “ where the 
people were set at enmity by the harth treat 
ment that they suffered.” Welln few days ago 
some Averican gentlemen were ‘travelling 
between Seouland Fysan, At acertain station 
a Korean-gentleman about seventy-five years 

'. old came on the station platform leaning heavi- 

ly upon his long staff. Ashe was looking with 

interest at the train a. Japanese employé of the 

station, about eighteen years old and -nearly 

nude, came up behind the old man and threw 
him, heavily on his back and then stood aside 
And. laughed, The'old man painfully regained. 
his {cet andthen the young Jap inese threw him 
- off the platform on to the track, The old 
man was unable to rise and his Korean friends 
hastened to pick him up. We can bring irrefut- 
able proof of this transaction It would be 
well if the “mere handfal of gendermertes 
mentioned by Dr. Morrison coutd be largely 
increased in order that the Koreans could be 
secure from such wanton acts of brutality as 
this. : at : 

The most astonishing statement made by the 
correspondent ofthe Times is that “The Kore: 
an police have been suspended and a Japanese’ 
gendarmerie has undertaken since January the 

‘maintenance of order in Seoul and the sur- 
rounding country.” To our certuin knowledge 
there hie never beed a day that the Korean 
police were suspended. ‘They are ‘in evidence 
everywhere in. Seoul and its vicinty and Dr, 
Morrison could not have walked two bundred 
yards in .any thoroughfare in this city without 
passing the little sentry boxes where they are 
stalioned, heh 


We do not think the extremely one-sided 

. view presented by Dr. Morrison is accurate nor 
will it do Japanany real good. The latter have 
acqttired certain rights in Korea which all are 
bound to respect, Railroad building is a thing 
of nutional, and international importance and 
the Impulse given to the development of the 
country's sesources and industries is wholly 
* praiseworthy; but that, connected with this 
work, there should be no mistakes-—no practices 
that are questionable is hardly tn be expected, 
As well-wishers of fanin as well as of Korea 
we indicate the’ bad points as well as the good, 
feeling that ‘this is brst ‘for every one con. 
cerned, |

A OREAT DISASTER RECALLED. 


There was recently unveiled in the parish 
church of Beckingham, Notts, Pngland, a 
' handsome memorial to the late Mrs, Marian 
Parkinson, one of the last curvivors of the Bir- 
ekenhead troopship disaster, Mrs, Parkinson 
was a daughter af Drum-major fohn Vobert 
Darkin, of the Queen's (Royal West Surrey) 
Regiment, and asa child was going out with 
her mother to join the drum-major, then enga> 
ged with his regiment inthe Ka@ir War, When 
the vessel struck on Daryer Point, South Afri- 
ca, Mrs, Darkin and her young daughter were 
among the women and children who, thanks 
“to the heroism ani discipline displayed by the 
troops, were enabled ia escape in the ship's 
boats, while 445 soldi: rs and seamen, including 
most of the officers on board, periched, being 
cither drawned outright, dished to death on 
“the rocks, or devoured by the sharks which in- 
fested the sea. Marian Darkin remained with 
the regiment until her father’s discharge in 1860 
Three years Inter her mother. died at Knares 
borough, Her father died at Leeds in 1883. 
_ Mer brothers, all born at Fort Hare, Cape of 
Good Hope, entered the Coldstream Guards, 
in which corps they represented the faurth ge: 
neration of the family Juhn Pohert, Darkin’ 
belonging to that reciment before joining the: 
Queen's, and his father and grandfather hav- 
ing also served in the Coldstreams. Marian 
Darkin married and settled at Beckingham, 
Not long before her death in November fast 
Mra, Parkinson, who retairied a vivid recollec- 
* tion of the shipwreck, wrote as follows of her 
experiance on that terrible night in, February, 
1862: : : 
‘ Twas three years and eight months ald at 
tha time af thé wreck, and I can remember 
quite well my mother taking me jo her arma 
on deckin my night clothes, and giving me 
to the cabin-boy to hold. In after years I 
* Jearnt she went below to fetch'a cloak she 
left behind, ‘and. they had lowered me into 
the boat when she got back on deck, She 
could not flod ma, and ali the boats had 
posted off clear of the ship. Two of the 
officers awung mother’ from the side of the 
vesse! os it was sinking, and she just caught 
the side of the boat and fell among the occu. 
-pante at the boat was on, the point of ‘beiny 
drawn under by the aloking vessel, We: were 
dn the boat many ‘hours, ‘natil s small vessel 
picked usup"” =~ more ; 
‘The memorial to Marian Parkinson—a large 
mural brass on cak base, with’s representation 
of the sinking troopship above the inscription 
mrecotde that the Hrkenhead was lost “under 
circumstances which evoked the admiration of 
all countries.” :t-was erected by the officers 
and all ranks of the tst Battalion the Queen's, 
_ which regiment had a detachment on hoard, 
4. whom Eosign Roylan, Bandmaster Zwyker, 
d thirty-thres men of afty rank and file were 
drowned, 
The Lord Bishop of Southwell and a large 
‘reprereotative company were present at the 
unveiling, which, in the absence of the 
battalion in India, was performed on their 
behalf by Mr. A, C. Addison, author of “The

A suit is now being heard,in the Calcutta 
High Court, before Mr. Justice Bodllly. tn 
which the Roman Catholic Archbishop of Bom- 
bay is claiming payment of a sum of over a 
Inkh of rupees lying In the hands of the Ofictal 
Arustee of Bengal and belonging to the Baretto 
estate, the Archbishop having been appointed 
by tha Bombay High Court trustee to the 
Baretto Charity School, ‘at Covel, Bombay.’ 
The history of the establishment of this chari- 
table institution dates hack’ to the year 1797, 
and Mr, Ros, a solicitor, who has made a care: 
ful search through papers originally belonging 
to Messrs, Joseph Baretto and Sons, has come 
ncross documents which clearly place it beyond 
doubt that the sum of money. now being claim: | 
ed ‘was held in trust by the firm of Messrs, 
Joseph Baretto and Sons on behalf’ of ‘the 
charity school at Caval, The firm’ of Baretto 
afterwards removed to Calcutta to trade there, 
and returned a good deal of the money 
of, the school, which they financed from 
Caleutta, and their accounts clearly showed 
heir dealings with the principal of the 
<chool, to whom they regularly remitted 
money, The school ot this-time was under 
the jurisdiction and cantrol of the Bishop of 
Damaun, subject to, the Archbishop, of Goa, 
who wis the head of the Padroado, Some: 
time in the eighties, the long-discussed ques- 
lion between the Jesuits and the Padroado was 
tetted by a Catholic Hierarchy being formed 
ia India with tha Archbishop of Goa as its 
head, and in the allotment of jurisdiction and 
property this school passed into the hands of 
the Jesuits and the Bishop of Damaun gave 
up Lisrights in favour of the Archbishop of 
Bombay, "it appears, however, that there is 
another claimant for the money, the Bombay 
Kdueational ciety, who claim it on behalf of 
a Protestant charity school in Bombay. About 
two years. avcoon the application of the Arch:
